CINCINNATI UF — There’s too 
much “ focus” on the illnesses of 
the aging and not enough on their 
health and welfare, says Dr. Ed­ 
ward J. Steiglitz of Washington. 
Dr. Steiglitz, author and consult­ 
ant on the problems of aging, was 
in Cincinnati today to address a 
medical symposium. 
“ Many of the difficulties which 
man encounters in aging today can 
be met,” he said. “ The individual 
and the physician can cooperate in 
meeting them.”

But he said the principal object 
of gerontology, the science of the 
problem of aging, is not necessar­ 
ily to prolong life, but to make it 
happier and sweeter. 
“ There’s too much focus on the 
disorders of the aging, not enough 
on their health and welfare,” he 
asserted. 
Everybody knows that the indi­ 
vidual has a better chance of get­ 
ting older today 
than 
his fore­ 
fathers did, he said. And that long­ 
er life must be made a happier 
one. 
“ Life has depth and breadth, as 
well as length,” he said. “ To sac­ 
rifice the depth and breadth for 
length is no great 
problem. 
We 
must make longer life broader and 
deeper.”

farmers of all controls next year 
except those imposed by Congress 
and voted by farm ers themselves.

summer to control use of “ sur- 
plus” acres in 19 55 is being toss- 
ed away. 
Under this measure, a farmer 
would have been required to com­ 
ply with all acreage planting al­ 
lotments assigned his farm to be 
eligible for price support aid on 
any crop. Allotments will be made 
for wheat, corn, peanuts, cotton, 
major types of tobacco and rice. 
This control was designed, for 
example, to prevent farm ers from 
using land diverted from wheat to 
production of corn 
in excess of 
their corn allotments. But now a 
farm er may plant as much corn as 
he likes and still be eligible for 
wheat supports. 
Another control measure Benson 
dropped would have prevented di­ 
version of “ surplus” land from al­ 
lotment crops to potatoes and com­ 
mercial vegetables. 


But in a 
step to discourage 
“ excessive” use of land divert**! 
from allotment crops, Benson re­ 
duced price support 
rates 
for 
next year’s output of oats, rye, 
barley and grain sorghums. 
These grains, used mainly for 
livestock feed, will be supported at 
70 per cent of parity compared 
with 85 per cent this year. 
Parity is a standard for meas­ 
uring farm prices declared by law 
to be fair to farm ers in relation 
to prices they pay. 
Benson said the

price supports for these f e e d 
grains—coupled with 
removal 
of 
his “ cross-compliance” acreage al­ 
lotment program—should result in 
lower feed grain prices and use of 
these crops instead of their move­ 
ment into storage under a price 
support program that has left the 
government holding $7 billion in 
farm surpluses.

Grocery Cost1 Spread 
Ex plained By Group 
Representing Industry 


NEW YORK (JV-Convenience— 
that item y ou b uy at the grocery 
along with y our victuals — often 
is cited as a chief reason for the 
controversial 
gap 
b etween 
the 
price of food at the farm and at 
the store. 
But the Grocery M anufacturers 
of America contends today that 
sometimes the added convenience 
—the cleaning, trimming, shelling, 
mix ing, 
slicing, 
precooking 
or 
freezing — actually is accompan­ 
ied b y a cut in money outlay b y 
the housewife. 
There is something of 
a switch 
in this, since GMA has b een one of 
those given to citing the new con­ 
veniences as a prime factor in the 
higher grocery b ills, whenever call­ 
ed upon to ex plain a rise in retail 
food prices even when farm prices 
are falling. 
But GMA. statisticians come up 
today with some ex ceptions to the 
rule — ex amples of what they say 
are actual savings to the house­ 
wife in spite of all the lab or and 
processing that m anufacturers and 
distrib utors put into the new con­ 
venience foods. Cited are: Bab y 
foods, frozen concentrated orange 
juice, cake mix , frozen peas and 
canned com. 
Reasons given for the economy : 
I. By removing many waste or 
b ulky and weighty m aterials (like 
pods of peas or w ater from frozen 
concentrates) the costs of trans­ 
porting, storing and handling are 
cut; 2. Processed foods are often 
less perishab le, cutting losses from 
spoilage or the cost of special 
handling 
to 
avoid 
spoilage; 
3. 
M anufacturers b uy more econom­ 
ically in areas where the crops 
are grown than can a housewife at 
a distant store, and b y b uy ing all 
ingredients in b ulk they can save 
that way , too. 
In their cost check on devil’s 
food cake mix , GMA statisticians 
took 
a 
national 
average 
retail 
price on 
various 
b rands at 33 
cents, and the price of two eggs 
to b e added as IO cents, for a 
total cost of 43 cents for a cake 
from a mix . 
For the cake the housewife her­ 
self whips up they took the follow­ 
ing 
recipe: 
cup 
shortening; 
I 1-3 cups sugar, 2 eggs, I Vi cups 
milk. % if spoon salt; I teaspoon 
vanilla; I teaspoon b aking soda; 
3 squares b aking chocolate, and 2 
cups flour. 
Prices of the ingredients were 
the average as reported b y gov­ 
ernmental marketing agencies, or 
where this wasn’t availab le, b y 
New York City chain stores. 
Adding it all up, GMA say s the 
cost would b e 54 cents, or ll cents 
m ore than the premix ed cake. In 
either case, the fuel cost would b e 
the same. (Makers of various cake 
mix es, 
incidentally , 
ex pect 
this 
y ear’s sales to total 350 million 
packages.) 
To check the costs of fresh peas, 
GMA took the average retail price 
in New York City in Octob er, 26 
cents a pound. The pods and other 
waste accounted for 63 per cent 
of 
the 
weight, 
making 
shelled 
fresh peas come to 70 cents 
a 
pound. Quick frozen peas, on the 
other hand, GMA say s, average 30 
cents a pound in New York grocer­ 
ies. 
Juice from enough fresh oranges 
to equal that in a 6-ounce 19 -cent 
can of frozen concentrate costs 45 
cents here, GMA say s. 
And a 4 ounce ja r of strained 
green b eans for b ab y averages

T 
HE first law relating to Christmas enacted in Ameri­ 
ca forb ade it! In 1659 , the General Court of Mass­ 
achusetts Bay colony placed an official b an on the ob ­ 
servance of Dec. 25 as a holiday . It was an ex tension 
o f a prohib ition in England. An English history pub ­ 
lished a century ago ex plains: 
"During the Commonwealth [estab lished b y Oliver 
Cromwell after the deposition and decapitation 
o f 
Charles I], when puritanical feelings held iron sway over 
the rulers of the land, and rode ram pant in high places, 
many strong attem pts were made to put down what 
they were pleased to term superstitious festivals, and 
amongst these was that of Christmas Day . So deter­ 
mined was the Puritan party to sweep away all ves­ 
tiges of evil creeds and evil deeds, that they were 
resolved to make one grand attem pt upon the time­ 
honoured season of Christmas. The holly and the mistle- 
toe-b ough were to b e cut up root and b ranch, as plants 
o f the Evil One. Cakes and ale were held to b e impious 
lib ations of superstition; and tile Roundheads would 
have none of i t 


Pro claiming the No n-Observ ance o f Christmas 
in Cro mwell’s time—an Old English Wo o dcut 


"Accordingly , we learn that, in the y ear 1647, the 
Cromwell party ordered throughout the principal towns 
and cities of the country , b y the mouth of the common 
crier, that Christmas Day should no longer b e ob served 
—it b eing a superstitious and hurtful custom; and that 
in place thereof, and the more effectually to work a 
change, m arkets should b e held on the 25th day of 
Decemb er. 
"This was attacking the people, especially the coun­ 
try folks, in their most sensitive part. It was hardly to 
b e ex pected that they would quietly sub mit to such a 
b ereavement; nor did they , as the still-ex isting ‘News­ 
letters’ of those day s amply testify ." 
The Mercurius Pragmaticus, issue of Dec. 21-28 , 1647, 
risked b eing suppressed b y pub lishing 
a verse:

Diagnosing an Ulcer 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
DIAGNOSING a peptic ulcer Is 
a simple m atter for a physician. 
Moreover, most people can usu­ 
ally tell, themselves, when they 
have developed an ulcer. The 
symptoms are typical. 
Let me caution you, however, 
never to diagnose your own ill­ 
ness, no m atter w hat it may b e. 
Always consult your doctor. 
Pa in Ma jo r Sy mpto m 
I don't have to tell any of you 
who have had an ulcer tha t the 
outstanding symptom is pain, 
usually located over the pit of the 
stom ach. It may b e only mild dis­ 
com fort, or it may b e sharp and 
severe. P atients usually say tha t 
it feels like a steady hunger pain. 
Seldom is the pain felt b efore 
b reakfast. Instead, it develops 
during the day, from one to four 
hours after eating. Sometimes it 
is so severe a t night that it wakes 
you. 
Opera tes o n Cy cle 


b efore the ulcer Is discovered. 
You needn’t suffer pain tha t 
long, however, if you eat and rest 
properly and get com petent m ed­ 
ical advice. 
If you have an ulcer, chances 
are tha t I could find nothing 
wrong w ith you in a physical ex­ 
am ination except a localized area 
of pain when I pressed on the 
sore spot. This pain usually is 
so sharply circumscrib ed tha t 
the sensitive spot can b e located 
with a single finger tip. 
Use o f X-Ra y 
In 9 5 per cent of the cases, an 
ulcer can b e detected b y an X -ray 
exam ination. If the ulcer cannot 
b e seen b y the X-ray equipment, 
other indications such as spasm 
of the first part of the intestine, 
or duodenum, are usually dis­ 
closed. 
When the acute symptoms of 
the ulcer have sub sided, a second 
X -ray exam ination will usually 
show the ulcer itself. After the

If one reads the paragraphs q uot­ 
ed above, he has a clear picture of 
a program of world revolution and 
world conq uest not only by a coun­ 
try but by an idea. From this pro­ 
gram , neither Soviet Russia nor 
any M arx ist country within the 
Soviet Universal State has ever de­ 
viated. Every segment of policy 
has to and does fit into this blue­ 
print. 
Edwin O. Reischauer, reviewing 
a book in the ‘New York Herald 
Tribune,” makes the point that is 
so generally held in this country : 
“However terrible the results of 
Soviet foreign policy may be, the 
policy itself can be discerned only 
vaguely in the dim m irro r of the 
strange double talk of Communist 
prouncements and the disjointed 
record of the Communists’ overt 
a c ts .. .* 
What is so vague? Every thing has 
been clearly set forth for any one 
who takes the trouble 
to read. 
Their foreign policy is based on 
this general thesis: The nex t his­ 
toric stage is Marx ism (the dicta­ 
torship of the proletariat, the abol­ 
ition of class, race, religion, na­ 
tionality , etc.); the nex t stage will 
be accomplished by revolution in 
every country supported by those 
nations which have already achiev­ 
ed the destruction of capitalism and 
the adoption of Socialism; that the 
techniq ues of such a revolution are 
clearly stated and their goal is the 
seizure of the power of the State 
b> its own native Communist Party 
which is a recognized branch 
of 
world Communism.

As su ch, it is the 
m other, and the father has no 
rig ht or interest in said child.”

Eisenhower met with Democratic 
and Republican congressional lead­ 
ers today for a foreign policy dis­ 
cussion which touched on efforts 
to secure release of Americans im­ 
prisoned by Red China as “ spies.”

Medic Decries 
Emphasis On 
Aged Ills 
CINCINNATI OB — There’s too 
much “ focus” on the illnesses of 
the aging and not enough on their 
health and welfare, says Dr. Ed­ 
ward J. Steiglitz of Washington. 
Dr. Steiglitz, author and consult­ 
ant on the problems of aging, was 
in Cincinnati today to address a 
medical symposium. 
“ Many of the difficulties which 
man encounters in aging today can 
be met,” he said. “ The individual 
and the physician can cooperate in 
meeting them.” 
But he said the principal object 
of gerontology, the science of the 
problem of aging, is not necessar­ 
ily to prolong life, but to make it 
happier and sweeter. 
“ There’s too much focus on the 
disorders of the aging, not enough 
on their health and welfare,” he 
asserted. 
Everybody knows that the indi­ 
vidual has a better chance of get­ 
ting older today than his fore­ 
fathers did, he said. And that long­ 
er life must be made a happier 
one. 
“ Life has depth and breadth, as 
well as length,” he said. “ To sac­ 
rifice the depth and breadth for 
length is no great problem. 
We 
must make longer life broader and 
deeper.”

Agriculture Benson has relieved 
farmers of all controls next year 
except those imposed by Congress 
and voted by farmers themselves. 
Benson 
announced yesterday 
that a measure he set ap las! 
summer to control use of “ sur­ 
plus” acres in 1955 is being toss- 
ed away. 
Under this measure, a farmer 
would have been required to com­ 
ply with all acreage planting al­ 
lotments assigned his farm to be 
eligible for price support aid on 
any crop. Allotments will be made 
for wheat, corn, peanuts, cotton, 
major types of tobacco and rice. 
This control was designed, for 
example, to prevent farmers from 
using land diverted from wheat to 
production of corn in excess of 
their corn allotments. But now a 
farmer may plant as much corn as 
he likes and still be eligible for 
wheat supports. 
Another control measure Benson 
dropped would have prevented di­ 
version of “ surplus” land from al­ 
lotment crops to potatoes and com­ 
mercial vegetables. 


But in a step to discourage 
“ excessive” use of land diverted 
from allotment crops, Benson re­ 
duced price support 
rates 
for 
next year’s output of oats, rye, 
barley and grain sorghums. 
These grains, used mainly for 
livestock feed, will be supported at 
70 per cent of parity compared 
with 85 per cent this year. 
Parity is a standard for meas­ 
uring farm prices declared by law 
to be fair to farmers in relation 
to prices they pay. 
Benson said the 
reduction 
In 
price supports for these f e e d 
grains—coupled with removal 
of 
his “ cross-compliance” acreage al­ 
lotment program—should result in 
lower feed grain prices and use of 
these crops instead of their move­ 
ment into storage under a price 
support program that has left the 
government holding $7 billion in 
farm surpluses.

For Price Gap 


Grocery Cost Spread 
Explained By Group 
Representing Industry 


NEW YORK (AV-Convenience— 
that item you buy at the grocery 
along with your victuals — often 
is cited as a chief reason for the 
controversial 
gap 
between 
the 
price of food at the farm and at 
the store. 
But the Grocery Manufacturers 
of America contends today that 
sometimes the added convenience 
—the cleaning, trimming, shelling, 
mixing, 
slicing, 
precooking 
or 
freezing — actually is accompan 
led by a cut in money outlay by 
the housewife. 
There is something of a switch 
in this, since GMA has been one of 
those given to citing the new con 
veniences as a prime factor in the 
higher grocery bills, whenever call­ 
ed upon to explain a rise in retail 
food prices even when farm prices 
are falling. 
But GM A. statisticians come up 
today with some exceptions to the 
nile — examples of what they say 
are actual savings to the house­ 
wife in spite of all the labor and 
processing that manufacturers and 
distributors put into the new con­ 
venience foods. Cited are: Baby 
foods, frozen concentrated orange 
juice, cake mix, frozen peas and 
canned com. 
Reasons given for the economy: 
I. By removing many waste or 
bulky and weighty materials (like 
pods of peas or water from frozen 
concentrates) the costs of trans­ 
porting, storing and handling are 
cut; 2. Processed foods are often 
less perishable, cutting losses from 
spoilage or the cost of special 
handling 
to avoid 
spoilage; 
3. 
Manufacturers buy more econom­ 
ically in areas where the crops 
are grown than can a housewife at 
a distant store, and by buying all 
ingredients in bulk they can save 
that way, too. 
In their cost check on devil’s 
food cake mix, GMA statisticians 
took 
a 
national 
average retail 
price on various brands at 33 
cents, and the price of two eggs 
to be added as IO cents, for a 
total cost of 43 cents for a cake 
from a mix. 
For the cake the housewife her­ 
self whips up they took the follow­ 
ing 
recipe: 
cup 
shortening; 
I 1-3 cups sugar, 2 eggs, lVfc cups 
milk. % tr spoon salt; I teaspoon 
vanilla; I teaspoon baking soda; 
3 squares baking chocolate, and 2 
cups flour. 
Prices of the ingredients were 
the average as reported by gov­ 
ernmental marketing agencies, or 
where this wasn’t available, by 
New York City chain stores. 
Adding it all up, GMA says the 
^ cost would be 54 cents, or ll cents 
more than the premixed cake. In 
either case, the fuel cost would be 
the same. (Makers of various cake 
mixes, incidentally, expect this 
year’s sales to total 350 million 
packages.) 
To check the costs of fresh peas, 
GMA took the average retail price 
in New York City in October, 26 
cents a pound. The pods and other 
waste accounted for 63 per cent 
g of the 
weight, 
making 
shelled 
* fresh peas come to 70 cents a 
pound. Quick frozen peas, on the 
other hand, GMA says, average 30 
cents a pound in New York grocer­ 
ies. 
Juice from enough fresh oranges 
to equal that in a 6-ounce 19-cent 
can of frozen concentrate costs 45 
cents here, GMA says. 
And a 4 ounce jar of strained 
green beans for baby averages

“Accordingly, we learn that, in the year 1647, the 
Cromwell party ordered throughout the principal towns 
and cities of the country, by the mouth of the common 
crier, that Christmas Day should no longer be observed 
—it being a superstitious and hurtful custom; and that 
in place thereof, and the more effectually to work a 
change, markets should be held on the 25th day of 
December. 
“This was attacking the people, especially the coun­ 
try folks, in their most sensitive part. It was hardly to 
be expected that they would quietly submit to such a 
bereavement; nor did they, as the still-existing ‘News­ 
letters’ of those days amply testify.” 
The Mercurius Pragmaticus, issue of Dec. 21-28, 1647, 
risked being suppressed by publishing a verse: 


Live, drinke, and laugh our worthier 
may 
And kindly take their fills: 
The Subjects must their reckonings 
pay, 
. The King must passe their bills. 


Ko Prince now but they, the Crotvnc 
Is vanished with our Quiet, 
Nor will they let us use our ownc 
Devotions and Diet.

PROMISE CLEAN-UP 
CONCLUDING hearings on labor union 
welfare funds, some of which have been 
looted by racketeers within the u n i o n s , 
CIO investigators decided not to ask Con­ 
gress for laws assuring proper safeguards 
for the funds. Instead the labor organiza­ 
tion proposed such devices as annual pub­ 
lication of detailed financial reports a n d 
asking employers to play a more active 
role as Rind trustees. 
For years it seemed as if the CIO, 
through connections with a friendly gov­ 
ernment at the highest levels, meant to re­ 
sign all its functions to the government. 
Some labor leaders had doubts about the 
wisdom of such a course, convinced that 
the bigger a government becomes the more 
oppressed the working people are likely to 
be. But others went all out to elect sub­ 
servient candidates to high government of­ 
fice and then let them .make the decisions. 
There is every reason why labor a n d 
m anagem ent, working together, should ad­ 
m inister welfare funds and provide safe­ 
guards for them. There is no reason why 
the government should operate in this 
field. When there is misappropriation of 
funds, the courts are available to punish 
the guilty. 


Nothing has been more clear in this 
troubled world than the Soviet foreign pol­ 
icy. Stalin in-his “Leninism” wrote: 
“The victory of Socialism in one country 
is not an end in itself; it must be looked 
upon as a support, as a means for hasten­ 
ing the proletarian victory in every other 
land. For the victory of the revolution in 
one country (in Russia, for the nonce) is 
not only the result of the unequal develop­ 
ment and the progressive decay of imper­ 
ialism; it is likewise the beginning a n d 
the continuation of the world revolution.” 
A most interesting guide to the foreign 
policy of Soviet Russia and for that m at­ 
ter to the foreign policies of every Soviet 
state appears in the “Conditions of Admis­ 
sion 
to the Communit 
International” 
(usually called the Third International or 
Comintern). There are some 21 conditions. 
I shall quote two: 
‘3. The class struggle in almost every 
country of Europe and America is enter­ 
ing the phase of civil war. Under s u c h 
conditions the Communists can have no 
confidence in bourgeois laws. They should 
create everywhere a parallel illegal appa­ 
ratus, which at the decisive moment should 
be of assistance to the party to do its duty 
toward the revolution. . , 
‘6. Every party desirous of affiliating to 
the Third International should renounce 
not only avowed social patriotism, but 
also the falsehood and the hypocrisy of so­ 
cial pacifism: 
It should systematically 
demonstrate to the workers that without a 
revolutionary overthrow of capitalism no 
international arbitration, no talk of d i s- 
arm am ent, no democratic reorganization 
of the League of Nations will be capable of 
saving 
mankind from new imperialist 
w ars.”

DIET AND HEALTH 
Diagnosing an Ulcer 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
DIAGNOSING a peptic ulcer is 
a simple m atter for a physician. 
Moreover, most people can usu­ 
ally tell, themselves, when they 
have developed an ulcer. The 
symptoms are typical. 
Let me caution you, however, 
never to diagnose your own ill­ 
ness, no m atter what it may be. 
Always consult your doctor. 


THE NEW EGYPT 
DEVELOPMENTS now taking place or 
prem ised in Egypt are remindful of the 
mighty stirrings that occurred in Turkey 
after the first World War. Like K e rn a I 
Pasha, the great modernizer of Turkey, 
General Nasser has moved first to break 
the hold of feudal, fanatical religious ex­ 
trem ism . 
At the same time he is instituting social 
and economic reforms as rapidly as t h e 
country’s finances will permit with the 
dual goal of making a progressive Egypt 
the kingpin in the Arab world. 
The new leadership of Egypt has its 
work cut out for it, for the Biblical land 
abounds in numerous social and economic 
paradoxes. Hence on the same day that 
the government announces that an Amer­ 
ican prospecting mission is active in the 
Sudan looking for uranium, the most mod­ 
ern of metals, it discloses a sweeping cam­ 
paign to clear Cairo of its beggars and va­ 
grants, the oldest of parasites. 
Coincident with its plans to stamp o u t 
poverty and illiteracy, Egypt is moving 
bravely ahead with such projects as build­ 
ing roads into the countryside where none 
previously existed, and setting up new in­ 
dustry. 


Another m erger of automobile factories 
may be considered soon. If automobile 
companies followed the example of news­ 
papers which merge, some strange hyphe­ 
nated nameplates would be attached to 
many vehicles currently seen on the road. 


In a document published in 1928, by the 
Sixth World Congress, the Communists 
adopted the thesis: 
‘The ultimate aim of the Communist In-1 
ternational is to replace world capitalist 
economy by a world system of Commu­ 
nism. Communist society, the b a s i s for 
which has been prepared by the whole 
course of historical development, is m an -' 
kind’s only way out, for it alone can abol­ 
ish the contradictions of the capitalist sys­ 
tem which threaten to degrade and destroy 
the human race/ 
Lenin wrote: 
“The dictatorship of the proletariat is 
the fiercest, most acute and most merci- 
; less war of the new class against the more 
powerful enemy, against the bourgeoisie, 
whose resistance is increased tenfold by 
its overthrow” that “the dictatorship of 
the proletariat is a persistent struggle — 
sanguinary and bloodless, v i o l e n t and 
peaceful, military and economic, educa­ 
tional and administrative, a g a i n s t the 
forces and traditions of the old society.” 
On this thesis, Stalin commented: 
‘It need hardly be emphasised that 
there is not the slightest possibility of ac­ 
complishing these tasks in a short period 
of time, within a few years. We m u s t , 
therefore, regard the dictatorship of t h e 
proletariat, the transition from capitalism 
to communism, not as a fleeting period re­ 
plete with ‘super-revolutionary’ deeds and 
decrees, but as an entire historical epoch 
full of civil wars and external conflicts, of 
persistent organisational work and eco­ 
nomic construction, of attacks and 
treats, of victories and defeats. .

Pain Major Symptom 
I don’t have to tell any of you 
who have had an ulcer that the 
outstanding symptom is pain, 
usually located over the pit of the 
stomach. It may be only mild dis­ 
comfort, or it may be sharp and 
severe. Patients usually say that 
it feels like a steady hunger pain. 
Seldom is the pain felt before 
breakfast. Instead, it develops 
during the day, from one to four 
hours after eating. Sometimes it 
is so severe at night that it wakes 
you. 
Operates on Cycle 
This painful attack seems to 
work in cycles. The symptoms 
may last for several days or even 
several months. Then there may 
be a period of complete relief 
ranging up to several months. 
Don’t let this absence of pain 
fool you into believing that you 
have conquered your ulcer. You 
can’t do It without a proper diet 
and proper medical advice. 
C onstipation, 
h e a rt 
burn, 
belching and bloating are also 
symptoms of peptic ulcers. Occa­ 
sionally, you may be sick to your 
stomach, vomit, or have excessive 
saliva. Loss of appetite, loss of 
weight and anemia can also 
mean you have a peptic ulcer. 


before the ulcer is discovered. 
You needn’t suffer pain that 
long, however, if you eat and rest 
properly and get competent med­ 
ical advice. 
If you have an ulcer, chances 
are th at I could find nothing 
wrong with you in a physical ex­ 
amination except a localized area 
of pain when I pressed on the 
sore spot. This pain usually is 
so sharply circumscribed that 
the sensitive spot can be located 
with a single finger tip. 
Use of X-Ray 
In 95 per cent of the cases, an 
ulcer can be detected by an X-ray 
examination. If the ulcer cannot 
be seen by the X-ray equipment, 
other indications such as spasm 
of the first part of the intestine, 
or duodenum, are usually dis­ 
closed. 
When the acute symptoms of 
the ulcer have subsided, a second 
X-ray examination will usually 
show the ulcer itself. After the 
patient drinks a mixture con­ 
taining barium, the X-rays show 
the ulcer as a little niche in the 
stomach or bowel. 
Given proper treatm ent and 
care, that little 
niche 
won’t 
bother you much. 


Soak Professional Advice 
Unfortunately, an ulcer can 
stick with you for a long time. 
Symptoms may be present for 
six or seven years, or even longer. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
P. E. D.: My son, five and one- 
half years old, yawns all day 
long. Could It be due to his en­ 
larged tonsils, or is it just a 
habit? 
Answer: Continued yawning in 
a child is a condition which re­ 
quires thorough investigation. It 
may be due to some disorder of 
the nervous system. It is also pos­ 
sible that it may be due to habit. 
It is not caused by large tonsils. 
Thorough careful study is 
needed to find the cause before 
proper treatment could be ad­ 
vised by the physician.

WASHINGTON (JV-These are the 
days, fairly quiet for Washington 
after the storms of 1954, when 
President Eisenhower charts the 
course for the ship of state in the 
troubled waters of 1955. 
His success in steering the ship 
next year and the year after will 
probably influence his own deci­ 
sion on running again and the Re­ 
publican party’s chances in the 
1956 elections. 
Yet, since the Democrats con­ 
trol Congress next year, Eisenhow­ 
er is in the ironic political position 
of having to depend on them in 
large part for keeping on the 
course he wants to follow. 
Eisenhower set aside yesterday 
and today for conferences with the 
congressional leaders of both par 
ties on the program he will lay 
down in his State of the Union 
message to Congress when it re­ 
turns in January. 
In these two days he explains 
his ideas on both domestic and 
foreign policy — such as taxes, 
statehood for Hawaii, lowering the 
voting age to 18, money for de­ 
fense, foreign aid—and then writes 
his message. 
It is after he reads the message 
that his troubles begin anew. 
Keeping the Communists abroad 
from grabbing another piece of 
real estate will be His biggest wor­ 
ry. And trying to get along with 
some of Am erica’s allies may, at 
times, not add to his peace of 
mind. 
In the meantime he’ll have plen­ 
ty to do handling American poli­ 
ticians at home. 
If s a 
rare day in 
Congress 
when Democrats and Republicans 
vote solidly along strict party lines 
for or against anything. On al­ 
most every issue there is a shifting 
of at least a few' votes. 
For that reason—and because 
the Democrats’ majority is ex­ 
tremely thin—the shift of a few 
votes either way may mean the 
difference for Eisenhower’s pro­ 
gram, piece by piece. 
So he will need the help of Dem­ 
ocrats and Republicans alike to 
get any of his program through. 
But the Democrats, because of 
their control of the committees, 
can be a m ajor help or hindrance. 
The committees not only exam­ 
ine the pieces of his program but 
can pigeonhole, reject, approve or 
change them before putting them 
in the form of bills sent up to the 
full house and 
senate for final 
vote. 
The Democrats talk of going 
along with Eisenhower on what is 
good for the country. But their 
ideas and his on what is good 
may not always be the same. 
The fate of Eisenhower’s party 
may depend more on what hap­ 
pens 
within 
Republican 
ranks. 
Even though his program went 
through, intra party fights 
could 
wreck the party’s next election 
hopes.

But it has been made far 
more difficult during the past sev­ 
eral years as toy-makers turned to 
duplicating, in scale for the young­ 
sters, almost every important item 
in grown-up daily life.

THE RESULT has been a bewild­ 
ering array that sets the average 
adult shoppers back on their heels. 
And out of sympathy for their 
plight, The Herald herewith relays 
a dozen down-to-earth ‘do’s” and 
‘‘don’ts’ on the subject of toys. 
Somewhere in the list, a bit of 
advice may turn an otherwise de­ 
sperate toy purchase—“just to buy 
something, a n y t h i n g”—into a 
Christmas morning sensation. 
In any event, when you go out 
to wrestle the toy-buying pro­ 
blem: 
Don’t buy rashly. 
You make 
waste rushing Christmas shopping. 
Your child merits more than 
a 


mere gadget giving only momen­ 
tary pleasure. 
Don't buy showy and expensive 
toys just to impress the neighbors. 
Your child will be happier with an 
inexpensive toy he has seen or 
heard about. 
Rem em ber that what fascinates 
you as an adult may not provide 
fun for the youngster. Buy play­ 
things for the child and not for ■ 
yourself. 
Don’t buy only mechanical toys. 
lf a child can only sit and watch a 
toy function, and not actively part­ 
icipate, much of tile play value is 
lost. 
Don’t pick a toy for a child to 
grow’ up to—get one that fits him 
now. He will lose interest in ‘out- 
of-reach” toys long before he grows 
up to them. 
Give a child balance in his toys— 
for active, imitative and creative 
play. He needs them all at the 
same time for his large variety of 
interests. 
* * * 
Don’t buy toys as a reward for 
being good, or a prize withheld for 
being bad. Toys are as necessary to 
development as adequate food and 
love. 
Don’t forget importance of games 
making interesting competition of 
arithmetic and other prim ary grade 
basics. They’re an aid to poor stu­ 
dents. 
Look for the Underwriters Lab­ 
oratories’ seal of approval on elec­ 
trical toys. Don’t buy electrical or 
toxic-painted toys for children un­ 
der six.
